Swiss Professor Says Three Buildings on 
Riverfront Memorial Site Are Rare and 
Pure American in Design. 


National Park off€cials are study- 
ing today the recommendation of 
Dr. Giedion, 
history of architecture at the Uni- 
versity of Zurich, Switzerland, that 
at least three old buildings in the 
riverfront memorial area be pre- 
served as outstanding examples of 
the “cast iron” period of American 
architecture. 

Dr, Giedion, in this country as a 
lecturer on -architecture at Har- 
vard University, visited the mem- 
orial site yvesterday on a stopover 
in the citv, and declared the area 
contained an amazing abundance 
buildings from the cast iron 
period, which flourished between 
1850 and 1880. Only isolated ex- 
amples of this architecture, A 
pure American creative style, could 
be found elsewhere in the United 
States, he said. 

“The cast iron period,” Dr. Gie- 
dion explained, “began about 1850, 
at a time when America was de- 
‘veloping new methods of industry, 
architecture and living. It was 
very original, as nothing like it ex- 
isted in Europe at the time, and it 
‘was the result of a need for new 
‘Materials in construction.” 
| It was a period in which narrow 
‘iron pillars were used extensively, 
he said. Even cast iron doors, dec- 
orative window frames and balcon- 
‘ies, and cast facsimiles of stone fa-

EVEN MORE CONVINCING 
as to the Redbirds’ traditional 
uphill fighting qualities was the 
race of 1934 when the team on 
Sept. 6 was seven games behind 
the New York Giants. Again they 
had 23 games to play but with a 
handicap of seven to overcome. 

They did it, winning 18 and 
losing five, while New York, with 
21 games to play, could win only 
eight. 

Today, with 74 games to 
make up, the Cardinals still have 
96 games remaining in which to 
overtake the leaders while the 
Reds play 53 games. It is a 
much better situation now than 
it was in September of 1930 and 
1934. 


HOWEVER, ALTHOUGH the 
Cards are coming and attaining 
some momentum almost daily, 
the Reds are still carrying on, 
too. Unless they slip consider- 
ably; overhauling them will be 
no such simple matter as the 
Redbirds found in overtaking the 
Giants of 1934. That victory was 
made possible as much by the 
collapse of the Giants as by the 
Cardinals’ drive.

A Lesson in Practical Democracy.

ITY parks north of the Mason-Dixon 

line are one place where citizens of all 
national, racial and cultural groups meet 
as equals. Here the poor and downtrod- 
den who come by foot, street car, bus or 
their old cars feel no necessity to bow to 
anvone. 

Nowhere is this democratic feeling 
more evident than in our own Forest 
Park, especially in the free seats at the 
Municipal Opera. For years, I 
watched the behavior of our citizens in 
this little “cradle of liberty.” I make a 
point of going there two or three times a 
week, for it does something to those of 
us who genuinely love democracy to see 
it in action. 

Early in the evening, when those with 
reserved seats and streamlined cars are 
getting up from dinner, the less fortu- 
Nate can be seen moving into the free 
seats. Here comes a native white fam- 
ily, father, mother and two small chil- 
dren. They stroll to the pagoda, look 
the seats over, then choose some and, sit 
down. Then comes a Negro family, who 
sit beside them. In walks an Eastern 
European woman, speaking with a decid- 
ed accent, and she also finds a place. 

Conversation about the weather or some 
other topic helps break down race and 
class barriers. As the performance pro- 
ceeds, all respond in about the same way 
to the situations presented both on and 
off the stage. Naturally, artificial dif- 
ferences disappear, while the spirit of tol- 
erance and understanding grows. By all 
means, this process should be encouraged.
